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High five 
for early 
years 
learning 


ROYAL Greenwich schools have got 
top marks on two fronts, according 
to government figures published 
this month. 

The latest assessments showed that 
children under five in Greenwich were 
the highest achievers in the country, as 
the council’s investment in early years 
education starts to pay off. 

It was also announced that Royal 
Greenwich schools have the fifth highest 
attendance rates in England and the 
third best in London. It follows a fall in 
pupil absences compared with a similar 
period last year - helping ensure that 
local children get the best chance of 
gaining vital skills and qualifications. 

Results also show a strong, direct link 
between attendance rates and exam 
achievement. An analysis of this year’s 
GCSE pupils in Greenwich found that 
those with attendance rates of 95% or 
above throughout their time at secondary 
school achieved almost three times better 
than those with poor attendance. 

The council has launched a number 
of initiatives to help schools improve 
attendance including: working with 
families to address problems that might be

currant buns to pupils at Eltham C of E 
School! The origin of the buns lies in the 
will of Richard Slynn, dating from 1642. 
He had worked for King James I and 
King Charles I, as Park Keeper at one of 
Eltham’s Royal deer parks. So he, greatly 
relieved at the failure of the Gunpowder 
Plot on November 5 1605, let £1 a year to 
be spent on ‘penny loaves’ for the poor

• FRED Styles House is one of seven sheltered 
schemes agreed for decommissioning by the 
council in March 201 1, on the basis that it had 
more than 60 per cent bedsit accommodation 
and shared bathing facilities which failed 

to meet the future housing needs and 
expectations of people applying for this type of 
accommodation. 

The former residents have all been rehoused 
and the Council is now looking at the 
redevelopment of the site for new homes. 
Currently the scheme is being occupied by 
property guardians who are helping to keep 
the property secure pending the development 
of proposals for the site. The properties are 
let to the guardians by a company acting 
on behalf of the council and in order to be 
eligible for the accommodation they must 
be employed and are carefully vetted. The 
redevelopment is a key part of plans to create 
much improved housing schemes for older

BRAVE Ella Ell, aged 12, didn’t 
hesitate when a teenage gang 
snatched a mobile phone from her 
brother Jay in Middle Park Avenue, 
Eltham. 

They were followed into Eltham Palace 
Road on their way home by three boys 
aged around 14 or 15. The youths took 
off with the phone after shouting racist 
remarks and knife threats, but Ella 
chased after them as she called for help. 
She called police after borrowing a mobile 
from a passer-by and was able to give a 
full description to the police. 

The detailed descriptions were 
circulated on police radio and, along with 
CCTV images, it made

They were charged 
and ordered to pay compensation and 
given Youth Offending orders. 

Chief Inspector Andy Johnstone from 
Greenwich Police said: “The speed and 
good result of this investigation were 
directly influenced by the information 
provide by Ella. Her assertiveness and 
quick-thinking ensured that her brother 
got his mobile back and that those 
responsible were arrested and charged.” 

Now Ella has been commended for her 
outstanding bravery and determination. 
She was one of 10 local heroes who 
received commendations from Borough 
Commander Richard Wood for their 
professionalism and bravery during a 
presentation ceremony at the Woolwich 
Centre. 

Ella told GT: “I didn’t think about what I 
was doing - adrenalin just took over and I 
went after them. Because I was chasing them 
I was able to give the police descriptions of 
them, from their socks upwards!” 

Another commendation went to Terry 
Bellenie, 25, who has dedicated more than 
2,800 hours of unpaid work in the last two 
years working as a special constable. He

said: “I am supposed to work as a 
Special 16 hours a month, but I usually 
average 100 hours. My aim is to join the 
police full-time in the future. Being in the 
Specials is really nice, it’s like a big happy 
family.”

Waller and PC Suhail Bhat who arrested 
a burglar and found his camera held 
photos of naked women taken secretly 

• Detective Sergeant Bruce Galbraith 
and DC Mark Ringrose for their diligence 
and tenacity in investigating a complex 
fraud case of money laundering in 
Thamesmead involving £15,000 cash, 
false passports and driving licences.

Would you debit it? 


COUNCIL tenants can now pay their 
housing charges by direct debit. 

The royal borough has launched a new 
direct debit service making it easier 
for tenants to pay their rents as well as 
charges for garages and allotments. 

It’s one of the most straightforward 
ways to make regular payments and 
allows tenants to stay in control of 
housing charges. Once set up, it means 
bills will be paid automatically, avoiding 
the need for continual visits to the cash 
office or post office. 

You can cancel your Direct 
Debit at any time, or re-arrange 
the date if your circumstances 
change. It’s also the only method of 
payment that carries a money back 
guarantee in the event of an error 
by your bank, building society or the 
royal borough. 

Housing charges are calculated by the 
royal borough’s direct debit team and 
the service allows you to choose from a 
range of payment dates - either the 7th, 
14th, 22nd or 28th of each month. The 
details are then confirmed in writing 
and your direct debit instruction is set. 

After that the council can only collect 
the amounts stated on the dates agreed. 


New direct debit service spells savings 
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EASY AND FLEXIBLE: setting up a payment online 

If any changes occur tenants will receive 
10 working days’ notice, so that they can 
query the amount or date as necessary. 

The new direct debit service also means 
savings in processing payments for the 


council and greater value for money 
for residents. Figures show making a 
payment online is just £0.08p, compared 
to £2.23 for a phone call and £8.64 for a 
face-to face visit. 

Cllr Steve Offord, the royal borough’s 
cabinet member for housing said: “I 
urge residents to switch their housing 
payments to direct debit as it is more 
flexible, a great way of saving time and 
ensures piece of mind. Switching is 
simple and easy to do and also provides 
value for money for our residents, as the 
online transactions result in significant 
cost savings for the royal borough.” 

At present the direct debit service 
is unavailable to tenants who receive 
housing benefit, but work is being 
undertaken to resolve this.

Lovell's Wharf proposal rejected 


THE Royal Borough of Greenwich's planning 
board has rejected plans to develop the Lovell's 
Wharf area in East Greenwich. 

During a meeting last Monday (October 21) 
councillors unanimously rejected revised 
plans from developer London and Regional 
Properties. The plans for the Lovell's Wharf 
project would have seen the number of homes 
rise from 282 to 528 and include 13 storey 
buildings. 

However, the borough's planning board raised 
concerns about the proposal's impact on the 
local area, the scale of the work, the density of 


the development and loss of character for the 
local area as well as the removal of a hotel and 
rejected it. London and regional Properties now 
have the right to appeal the board's decision. 

Councillor Ray Walker, chair of the planning 
board, said: "We very carefully considered all 
aspects of this application, as of course we do 
with all applications, within the framework of 
nationally set planning legislation. 

"We wanted as much information as possible 
to make our decision which included board 
members making a site visit so we could see for 
ourselves the exact context of what was being 


proposed. 

"The board unanimously rejected the 
application as we felt that the size and scale 
of the development was not appropriate 
for its location. We also felt the density of 
the plans wasn't right for the location and 
that the proposals didn't fit with the nearby 
conservation area and Enderby Wharf. 

Strong representations were made to us by 
local residents about the scheme and we thank 
them for attending and for making their views 
known. The applicants now have the right to 
appeal this decision".

4 heads off to 
Australia with 
new title 


HRH The Duke of Edinburgh was in 
Greenwich to preside over a renaming 
ceremony for the world's oldest clipper 
ship, which was moored on a barge on 
the Thames near the Cutty Sark. 

Prince Philip came to the Old Royal Naval 
College on Friday, October 1 8, after a 
conference he led in 2001 decided to 
return HMS Carrick to her original name, 
the City of Adelaide.

A full stop

HUNDREDS of people 
have signed up to 
quit smoking on this 
year’s borough-wide 
‘Stoptober’ Roadshow. 

Supporting the 

National NHS ‘Stoptober’ 
Campaign, the royal 
borough roadshow is 
aimed at helping smokers 
to join in with the 28-day 
challenge to quit during 
the month of October. 

Trained advisors from 
Charlton Community 
Trust were on hand to 
provide free, one-to-one 
support, lung age tests, 
Carbon Monoxide (CO) 
tests, as well as lots of 
information and advice. 
The service also offered 
flexible tailored-made 
support plans as quitting 
is different for everyone. 

Research shows that 
if you give up smoking 
for four weeks, you are 
five times more likely to 
quit for good so people 
who gave up for October 
increased their chances of 
staying smoke-free for life. 

Last year, 160,000 people 
across the UK gave 
up smoking as part of 
Stoptober and similar 
numbers are expected this 
year. 

Quitter Giorgio Pin 
first came across a Stop 
Smoking Service stall in 


Woolwich three years ago 
and decided to quit using 
one of the groups. 

Giorgio praised the 
Stoptober campaign 
saying: “When I started 
the stop smoking group 
three years ago, I found 
the joint quit date a major 
incentive. Feeling I was 
competing against other 
members of the group 
helped to spur me on 
and I was determined to 
stay quit. Since I gave up 
smoking, my circulation 
has improved and my lung 
age has gone down by 10 
years!” 

Roadshow adviser Ben 
Kirk, said: “Kicking the 
habit reduces the risk 
of cancer and Chronic 
Obstructive Pulmonary 
Disorder. It’s also really 
vital for general health 
and fitness - both physical 
and mental.

A creative approach to learning 


T HE extensively-rebuilt Eltham 
Hill School for girls was given 
a fanfare official opening 
last Tuesday (October 22) when 
the ceremonial ribbon was cut by 
Doreen Lawrence, campaigning 
mother of Stephen Lawrence. 

Now Baroness Lawrence of 
Clarendon following her peerage, 
she told students:"! am sure you 
girls are so pleased to come to be 
educated at this fantastic school." 
Eltham Hill is one of five secondary 
schools that has been rebuilt or 
substantially refurbished through 
the royal borough's Building 
Schools for the Future programme. 
Its new co-educational post-16 unit 
opened at the beginning of term 
in a new building with advanced 
technology and communication 
facilities that can connect the 
school with local, regional and 
global communities. 

Eltham Hill also offers students 
the prestigious International 
Baccalaureate (IB) diploma 
programme to sixth-formers. 
Addressing the whole school 
and guests. Baroness Lawrence 
spoke about her 20-year fight to 
get justice for her son 

after he - ^ was 


murdered at an Eltham bus stop. 

It led to two men being jailed last 
year. She explained the work of the 
Stephen Lawrence Foundation and 
the Stephen Lawrence Centre in 
Deptford, both set up as a lasting 
legacy to his memory. She said: 

"The recent concert for Stephen at 
The 02 attracted 1 5,000 people, 
and all the artists wanted to give 
their support to the Trust. Most of 
our staff are volunteers, so if any 
of you young people here want 
to join us, we would love to hear 
from you." 

Answering questions from 
students, she said: "It wasn't until 
Stephen's death that I realised 
the impact that racism has - and 
that's something we hope to 
change because we all deserve 
equality." 

One of the students taking part in 
the question and answer session 
was Helen Opuama, who is student 
president. She said: "Talking to 
her, she comes across as just a very 
normal person but one who is really 
inspiring. I want to go into politics, 
and she really inspired me." 

The day also included a visit by 
the Mayor of Royal Greenwich, 

Cllr Angela Cornforth, who toured 
the school and talked to Year 1 1 
students about how she became 
mayor. 

Headteacher Madeleine Griffin 
said: "The outstanding facilities 



offered by our new buildings ensure 
that we will continue to provide an 
innovative and creative approach 
to learning for the 21 st century. I 
have the pleasure of working with 
highly-motivated, creative and 
enthusiastic staff who work closely 
together to inspire and engage our 
students. The sense of pride staff 
and students have in the school is 
tangible.

First Band A, followed by Band B both in priority date order.

but I’m learning new techniques 
and looking to improve.

Bolarinwa backed by UK Athletics

THAMESMEAD sprinter David 
Bolarinwa has the potential to win 
a medal at the Olympics in Tokyo in 
2020, according to his latest funding 
boost. 

UK Athletics have awarded the 
ambassador for Greenwich Starting 
Blocks a slice of their Lottery 
funding for a fourth year running 
as part of the national body’s World 
Class Performance Programme. 

Under strict new criteria that only 
awards training grants for people 
who they think can win medals 
at major championships, they 
have given him ‘podium potential’ 
funding. 

It is one tier down from the top level 
funding for potential medallists in at 
the next Olympic Games in Rio, but 
indicates they rate him as a medal 
prospect for four years later, in 
Tokyo. 

The business and accountancy 
student might be planning, 
academically, for life after sport. 

But the sprinter is determined 
that next year will be the one he 
breaks through to earn a first senior 
international shirt. 


The grant was a timely gift, just 
before the Thamesmead speedster 
turned 20 on October 20. 

“The main thing I wanted to 
achieve this year was to progress,” 
said David, whose potential was first 
spotted by Starting Blocks, the royal 
borough’s charity which supports 
aspiring professional sports men 
and women, for which he is now an 
ambassador. 

“I progressed a little bit this year, 
but I believe I could have done more 
if I hadn’t got injured. 

“I’m working hard in the gym at the 
moment to make sure I have a strong 
body. It’s one thing being able to run 
fast but I need to stay healthy. 

“200m has brought me a lot of 
success, but I want to get back to 
what I started with,” he explained, 
acknowledging that it is a tough 
event to make your mark. 

But he has inspiration from 
another south Londoner, James 
Dasaolu, from Croydon. 

“James wasn’t always number one 
and it has taken him quite a long 
time,” he said of the 25-year-old. “It’s 
inspiring for me because I know if I 
stick at it anything is possible.
